During these hot months, 
little known disease rears its 
ugly head. It is called Lyme 
Disease, but it has nothing to 
do with limes. It wis named - 
for the place where the dis- 
‘ease was originally described: 
Lyme, Connecticat. This di 

ease is a progressively debili- 
tating one which affects many 
body systems and occurs in 
several stages. It is caused by 
the bite of an infected ixodid 
tick, which includes the deer 
tick and black-legged tick. The 
bite from one of these trans- 
mits a/Spirocheta-type organ- 
ism/called Borrelia burgdor- 
feri. A specific blood test 
known as the Gundersen 
Lyme test can readily identify 
this organism in human blood. 

There are three identified 
stages of this recurrent 
inflammatory disorder. Stage 
1 occurs from 1 to 32 days 
after infection by the tick bite. 
If the person isn’t treated dur- 
ing this stage, symptoms will 


~ disappear but may recur. The 


treatment includes a 3-4 week 
course of oral antibiotics, usu-- 
ally penicillin or tetracycline, 
Symptoms can.include a rash, 
particularly on the lower por- 
tion of the body and legs char- 
acterized by a “bull’s-eye” con- 
figuration (red-ringed border 
with a pale center), fatigue, 
malaisé (discomfort or uneasi- 
ness), headache, a stiff neck 
that can last several weeks, 


* sore throat, a fever, and myal- 
` gia (back and neck pain). 


In stage 2, which commonly 
occurs 2 to 9 months after the 
bite, treatment is usually a 3- 
4 week course of intravenous

through November—especially 
in the northern states. Walk 
only on cleared paths. When 
going into a high-risk area, 
wear pants tucked into socks, 
closed shoes or boots, long 
sleeves, and a hat. Light-col- 
ored clothing will help you 
spot ticks easily. Use tick 
repellents containing N, N- 
diethyltoluamide (DEET), but 
use caution with children, and 
don’t apply products contain- 
ing more than 10% DEET 
directly to a.child’s skin.

I love that story. I saw it in 
the August issue of the Rotari- 
an magazine.

Like every weather prognos- 
ticator, I've had my good days 
and I've had my bad days.

Lucky for me:but .not for 
Francisco Arias Olivera, Fran- 
cisco was a popular weather 
forecaster in Sicuani, Peru-a 
community of 21,000 people 
near the Vilcanota River. Back 
in April of this yeer, Francisco 
saw a big storm heading 
toward Sicuani. “the weather- 
man told us to expect two inch-

“Instead, we got 19 inches in 12 
hours.” 

The unexpected downpour 
caused the Vilcanota River to 
surge from its banks, washing 
away 250 homes and drowning 
17 defenseless men, women 
and children, “Everyone had 
trusted Francisco,” said officer 
Alcala. “When the flood came 
the town’s people thought he 


| had let them down.” 


So, just hours after the disas- 
ter struck, a mob of cursing, 
club-toting townspeople 
dragged a wild-eyed Francisco 
to a tree behind the television 
station with every intention of 
lynching him.

A low-calorie diet is the key to cancer 


* `~ 
eat as well as burning them off through regular 
exercise isat least as important as cutting back 
on fat. Kritchevsky cited one experiment with 
skin cancer where mice got more tumors from a 
diet that was high only in calories and not in 
fat, than from another dict that was high in fat, 
He added that in studies where rats were given 
treadmill exercise, their incidence of tumors 
was as much as 25 percent lower than among 
rats that did not exercise. 

Kritchevsky said that it’s easier to reduce 
calories by not taking them in rather that try- 
ing to work them off, “We eat too much. For 
example, the portions we now get at restau- 
rants are huge. Populations that eat too much 
have high rates of cancer, Finnish lumberjacks 
are known to eat about 7,000 calories a day, but 
since they're chopping wood at 40 below zero 
degrees, they're also burning 7,000 calories a 
day. Most of us are always trying to make life 
less strenuous, like driving everywhere instead 
of walking, taking elevators instead of the 
stairs, so we don't burn the samé amount of 

rhalories we eat"; 8. i 
+, AICR researcher T. Colin Campbell, Ph.D., 
chaired Professor of Nutritional Biochemistry, 

Cornell University and director of the Cornell- 

Oxford-China Diet and Health Project, added, 

"In China, calorie consumption is about 30 per- 

cent higher than it is here, but those calories 

come from a diet that is much higher in plant 
foods, especially vegetables. The Chinese are 
much thinner than Americans not only because 
of their diet, but because they exercise more 
than we do. 
The American Institute for Cancer Research 
advises eating a.diet that is rich in low-calorie, 
, low-fat, and high-fiber vegetables, fruits, and 
whole grains. The Institute also recommends 

eating meat in moderation (no more than 4 

ounces per meal); and drinking alcohol’in mod- 

seration, if at all. <

Three men charged with illegal HE of Alligators and eggs 


Three men were arrested 
Saturday, Aug. 3 in Vero Beach 
after allegedly selling alliga- 
tors and alligator eggs to an 
cpadercoves investigator with 

e Florida Game ‘and Fresh 
Water Fish Commission (GFC). 

The defendants are: James 
Terral Walker, 34, of 10085 
90th St., Vero Beach; Homer 
Ray Morrison, 31, of 13100 
99th St., Fellamere; and Blaine 
Cressman from Sumter Coun- 


ty. 

J Capt. Steve Blissett, GFC 
Regional Investigations Super- 
visor based in West Palm 
Beach, said the arrests wete 
made by a team of investiga- 
tors and officers from the Cen- 


tral and Everglades Regions. 

Morrison and Walker were 
each charged with illegal pos- 
session of live alligators and 
eggs. Blissett said the two men 
were booked at the Indian Riv- 
er County jail. Cressman was 
transported to Sumter County 
where related charges are 
pending. 

Illegal possession of live alli- 
gators is a third-degree felony 
which carries a penalty of up 
to five years in jail and/or a 
$5,000 fine. The Vero Beach 
defendants were also charged 
with illegal sale of alligators 
and alligator eggs. This is a 
first-degree misdemeanor pun- 
ishable by up to one-year in 


jail and/or a $1,000 fine. The 
two were also charged with 
illegal possession of marijua- 
na, a misdemeanor. 

Blissett said the GFC seized 
57 live alligators ranging from 
¢ight-inches to three feet. He 
said the alligators -were 
released in the Ft. Drum 
Swamp located 20 miles west 
of Vero Beach. The eggs were 
retained for study to Ascertain 
if they were still viable. 

The defendants, Blissett 
said, allegedly accepted $1,000 
for the alligators and eggs. He 
said the price wag fixed at $5 
an egg, $15 per alligator hatch- 
ling, and $10 afoot for the 
larger alligators.
